She restrained tone of Khrushchev's 
oessagsa is bound to rankle Peiping which probably also now fears that the 
USSR \r iV be looking for agroeaenta on test bans, non-diffusioa of nuclear 
weapons, and even a general detente — all of which Peiping still opposes. 

Increased Rivalry Over Cuba. Peiping will probably seek to take 
advantage of Cuban doubts about the Soviet cosaaitEent and to spur Koscow 
to back Castro *s w>et eactreac denands. (In the Bloc, only Peiping 

reported Castro's five denands.) 

Decreased Peiping Bqrrointnn Power. Vhile many other factors are 
operative, a Cuban settlement would resove one elesent in any increased 
/^ Soviet willingness to support Peiping en Xadia and help open the way 
for renowed bickering on this issue. ^
